LONDON, Wednesday, Jan. 26.—The 
Daily Mail correspondent, who arrived 
at Nish from Constantinople Jan. 18, de- 
scribes what he saw of the German Em- 
peror.at close range on several occa- 
sions at Nish and what happened at the 
royal banquet where the Emperor was 
the guest of King Ferdinand, and at 
which the correspondent obtained a seat 
through the courtesy of the head, of the 
Bulgarian press service. 

“I was face to face with the Em- 
peror directly I left the train,’* says the 
correspondent, ‘‘ King Ferdinand had 
only a few moments before received 
him on his arrival from thé west, and 
the royal couple were walking up and 
down the station platform without cere- 
mony, arm in arm. I had never seen 
Ferdinand pefore.. and it was eight 
years since I had last seen the-German 
Emperor, ‘van 

“What a change! The Emperor is 
not a tall man, as represented in_his 
photographs, and beside the great, mas- 
sive figure of the hawk-nosed Ferdi- 





in him, but tie Bulgarian Ministers were 
obsequious. 

“ Whether it be due to the fatigues. of 
war, the effect of a two days’ journey, 
or ill-héalth; I: cannot’ say, but the 
Emperor’s face is that of a tired and 
broken man. His hair is white, though 
his mustache is still suspiciously dark. 
There was an absence of the old activ- 
ity of gesture, ; 

“The Emperor was obviously out to 
make himself agreeable. He examined 
the medals of the Bulgarian soldiers 
with apparent interest and chatted with 
royal affability, smiling right and left. 
None the less he is greatly aged. He held 
in his hdnd a handkerchief which he 
Was perpetually using, and I noticed 
later at the banduet that he seemed 
to mre it to assuage the continual 
coughing. The handkerchief was 4 huge

German Works in Belgium Damaged.

German Attack at Nieuport Checked. 


The text of the French afternoon com- 
munication follows: 

In Belgium last night the German 
and the French artillery branches con- 
tinued to demonstrate their activity 
in the“region of Nieuport. Further 
details confirm previous reports that 
the attack of the enemy, delivered 
»yesterday: near the mouth of the Yser 
..River, was checked by ‘ne fire of our 
guns. The Germans were unable to 
come out except at a sing'e point 
where several groups were successful 
in penétrating. into our first line of 
trenches. They were, nowever, im- 
mediately driven out after a very 
spirited fight, in which hand grenades 
were used. These caused the Ger- 
mans perceptible losses. 

In the Artois. section the movement 
on the part of the enemy yesterday 
against our positions to the east of 
Neuville St. Vaast, which resulted in 
complete failyre, was resumed at the 
end of the day in greater strength. 
After a further series of explosions of 
mines, accompanied by a very violent 
bombardment, the Germans delivered 
an attack along a front of 1,500 yards, 
in the angle made by -the roadway 
from Arras to Lens with the road 
from Neuville-St. Vaast to Thelus, 
They were driven back to their lines 
by our fire. At two points where our 
trenches had been shattered by. mine 
explosions they were successful in oc- 
cupying certain craters, but from most 
of these they were almost immediate- 
ly etpetes.

Decision by Court Asked—Estate 
Partly Appraised. 


Transfer Tax Appraiser Charles Swee-

A part of the permanent steel frame- 
work of the building is already up, and 
it has called forth unfavorable comments, 
It has been said that any kind of 4 
building in Morningside Park would be 
unsightly, particularly one forty feet or 
more in height, which the plans call for. 
The building is: to stand in Morningside 
Park, about 100 feet from Morningside 
Drive, between 12ist and 122d Streets. 

Commissioner Cabot Ward, President 
of the Park Board, said on Monday 
that, as he understood it, the Board of 
Water Supply had asked permission to 
place a low building there for'a pumping 
station. Before the department: allowed 
anything permanent there, he said, plans 
would have to. be submitted to the park 
architect, and niess the Park Depart- 
ment was convincea that the station was 


absolutely necessary there, it would be 
ordered taken down. 


Plans for Big Stone Building. 


The plans, wHich, it is said, have been 
drawn by the architects of the Board of 
Water Supply after consulting with the 
park architect, call for a stone building 
about forty feet high, 100 feet long and 
fifty feet wide. It is to be used pri- 


marily for an emergency pumping sta- 
tion. A large part of the space, it was 
said, was to be devoted to the use of the 
Park Department as a resting place for 
those who go to the park. A janitor’s 
room and a tool house for the Park De- 
partment are included in the plans, it 
was said at the Board of Water Supply. 

When the first plans for running the 
aqueduct system through the city were 
discussed, it was decided as a matter of 
economy to run the tunnel under streets 
and through parks, thus avoiding taking 
any land. Application was made to the 
Park Department five years ago to 
byild temporary structures in Morning- 
side Park, and later a request was made 
to build a pumping station there, 

There is a low point in the tunnel at 
122d Street, under Morningside Park, 
due to a dip in the rock formation, and 
Shaft 11 of the water supply pipe goes 
into it. The tunnel is about feet 
below the’ park surface. According to 
the Board of Water Supply, it is neces- 
sary to have a pumping station at this 
point in case of emergency. 

The necessity for a building forty feet 
high, the engineers said, is due to the 
pump system required because of the 
press depth of the shaft. Water can 
© pumped up only a distance of from 
twenty-eight to thirty-two feet, so it is 
necessary to lower the pump into a shaft 
in afloat. The float, the cranes that are 
used in Wrerieg it, and: the sheaves re- 
quire a very high building. 

To take the pumping station out of the 
ark, the engineers said, land would

THE FINEST OF ITS KIND 


Justice Hoyt Tells of Dual System 
—Robed Judge and Unrobed 
“Child Adviser’ at Hearings.. 


~~ 


'The new Children’s Court Building, the 
largest and finest of the .kind in the 
world, 137 East Twenty-second Street, 
was dedicated yesterday. Borough Presi- 
dent Marcus M. Marks was in charge of 
the exercises. Among the speakers were 
John M. Glenn of the Committee on 
Criminal Courts of the Charity Organi- 
zation Society, and Ernest K. Coulter of 
the Big Brother movement. Commodore 
Gerry of the Society for the Prevention 
of Cruelty to Children was present, but 
did not speak, Justice Franklin Chase 
Hoyt, presiding Justiee of the Children’s 
Court, and George’ McAneny, President 
of the Board of Aldermen, also spoke. 
Telegrams were received from ex-Jus- 
tice of the Supreme Court Alonzo T. 
Clearwater and John H. Finley, State 
Commissioner of Education. 

The main courtroom was filled; many 
lawyers, members of the Big Sisters 
movement, and others interested in the 
work were present, 

Borough President Marks gave a brief 
sketch of the inception of the building 
idea in 1909 by Justice Hoyt, some of 
his official associates, and Mr. Coulter, 
then Clerk of the Court. 

He traceG the movement until 1912, 
when $262,000 was appropriated for a 
new building, and a part, of the old site 
of the College of the City of New York 
was set-aside for it. He told of the 
$26,935 saved from the amount appro- 
priated, and other speakers referred to 


this as a remarkable event in the his- 
tory of public buildings. In closing Mr. 
Marks said: 

‘*I understand an expenditure of $1,000 
would make a ‘solarium on the roof of 
this wonderful building possible. We all 
appreciate the value of sunlight and 
fresh air, why not take advantage of 
this additional opportunity to make the 
new Children’s Court ideal? ”’ 

“We. are setting an example in this 
court,’’ said Mr. Glenn, ‘ for the treat- 
ment of adults. When you see the 
Rockefeller prison exhibit just across 
the street you wonder if people have 
any sense, not only in the prisons_ but 
in the courts. I am not an advocate of 
no punishnient, but I advocate making 
something of\the man.” 

Justice Hoyt spoke of the improved 
methods that could be employed in the 
new. building, with two Justices sitting 
at the same time. In the first division, 
he said, the Judge in his robes would 
make the child and the parents both 
feel that they were subject to the laws

He said there should be better facili; 
ties for treatment: of neglected an 
delinguent children, not by the court, 
Perhaps, but by the community—more 
private homes, institutions for making 
observations, small institutions for 
treating certain clagacs of delinquents, 
and. training schools. The court, he 
said, should be the tribunal of last 
resort, and the work would be _ better 
done before the court was reached. 

Mr. McAneny paid a tribute to John 
eh Sings then President of the City 
College, for his aid in getti the col- 
lege ag with the land for the build- 
ing. e said ns bay ‘oe corner stone 
of the building ha ep one of the 

leasant experiences of his term as 

rough President. 

The court house is approximately 81 
feet front and 75 feet deep, has four 
stcriés and basement, and a facade of 
limestone. There is a great entrance 
hall, with the record room at the rear 
and, at one.side, the rooms where the 
prebation officers receive the probation- 
ers. The main court room, the second 
division, and the clerk's. room are on the 
second floor, 4 

On, the third floor are the detention 
rooms for boys and girls, large sunny 
rooms. There are plants and cases of 
books and, in thé girls’ room, a, number 
of dolis.. Back of the girls’ room is a 
spacious nursery, where mothers can 
care for, dress or bathe babies, 

The top floor is occupied by the proba- 
tion officers. .There are rooms for rep- 
resentatives of different organizations— 
the Catholie Protectory, Protestant and 
Hebrew societies, 

_ The interior of the building is finished 
in Italian marble and English quartered 
oak. It has been’ occupied since last 
August.

CITY SAVES $31,500,000. 


R. Fulton Cutting Traces Results 
from Municipal Research Bureau. 


R. Fulton Cutting, Chairman of the 
New York Bureau of Municipal Re- 
search, said last night in an address 
before the Columbia University Insti- 
tute of Arts and Sciences: 

“The reduction in the operating cost 
in the city: bu&get for 1916 as adopted 
means that the taxpayers of New York 
City will pay $31,500,000 less this year 
for the operating cost of their Govern- 
ment than they would have had to pay 
if the average rate of increase in ap- 
propriations which prevailed in the five 
years 1903-1908 had continued fram 1908 
to 1916 during the period of the bureau's 
continuous study of appropriations, ad- 
ministrative problems, and devices to 
reduce appropriations or to make every 
dollar of public expenditure do more 
work."’ 

Mr. Cutting said that the agitation 
now spreading over the United States 
for scientific administrative budgets in 
Nationgl, State, and City Governments, 
a reform warmly advocated by the Na- 
tional Chamber of Commerce, was due 
to the campaign conducted by the bu- 
reau, and which was adopted by Presi- 
dent Taft's Commission on Economy 
and Efficiency, of which Dr. Cleveland, 
director of the bureau, was.the Chaur- 
man.

NOT FOR PUBLIC EXHIBITION 


Films Entirely Imporsonal, as’ No 
Faces Are Shown—Boon to 
Students of Surgery. 


Members of the New York County Med- 
ical Society saw at their meeting on Mon- 
day night a series of moving pictures 
intended for educational usé among doc- 
tors and students of surgery. The cam- 
era had recorded all the details of a 
number of intricate operations... The 
pictures had been taken at a range of 
only eight feet’ from the operating table, 
and each-movement of the surgeon was 
seen more clearly than is possible in a 
clinie amphitheatre where the seats of 
the ‘nearest students are fifteen or 
twenty feet distant from the operating 
table. 

While films of surgical operations had 
been made before, the new series was 
distinctive. The accuracy and detail of 
the pictures, according to the physi- 
cians present, had not been equaled in 
previous views, Nor had other operat- 
ing ‘room pictures been confined so 
closely to the scientific side of the gub- 
ject; the new films were described as 
entirely impersonal, as only the chief 
surgeon's hands and those of his as- 
sistants were seen doing their work, and 
at-no time did the faces or the para- 
phernalia of the operating room figure 
in the scene. 

Accompanying the pictures were ex- 
planations and diagrams to show just 
what was being done. Dr. J. Bentley 
Squier, who made the demonstration, 
tracing each operation from the first 
incision to the final stitching, explained 
that the idea in having the films made 
was that they would afford an oppor- 
tunity for students of surgery to follow 
quickly and accurately the new devel- 
opments in their field; they would be 
enabled to-see, for instance, exactly 
how a new operation was performed by 
the man who had originated it in a dis- 
tant city. 

The films are not for public exhibi- 
tion, but probably will be used in. medi- 
cal colleges and libraries, where it may 
soon be possible on short notice for any 
surgeon or student to call for just the 
film he needs to teach him the details 


of an operation he himself must per- 
form without delay.

countries must be prepared to meet 
these conditions. However noble the 
desire for international harmony and 
general disarmament’ may be, it must 
not now be permitted to interfere with 
this nation’s duty to be ready to pro- 
tect its rights. We must be able to 
defend not only the rights we possess 
in common with all other nations, but 


responsibility placed upon us by the 
Monroe Doctrine. We cannot tell 
what the effect upon the United States 
of the greatest conflict in history may 
be. Thus arguing, the President will 
take pains to make clear the unwis- 
dom of the pacifists who declare that 
preparation for national defense will 
inevitably develop the spirit of mili- 
tarism among a hitherto unwarlike 
people. Nothing is further from his 
mind than the cultivation of a policy 
of aggressiveness. Nothing is more 
foreign to the’ tastes and inclinations 
of the people of the United States. 
But the means of defense are essential 
at all times, in every country, if that 
country is sticcessfully to endure in 
tiie face of foreign rivalry. We long 
since outgrew the means of defense 
we possess. We must rebuild our 
fences. 

There will be no idea of partisanship 
in the President’s speeches, we may be 
sure, and their appeal will be direct- 
ed to citizens of all parties. The tour 
has no other political aim than to win 
public support for reasonable, mod- 
erate, and well-considered measures 
to strengthen our military and naval 
forces. Some fears are expressed that 
the President’s welcome will not be en- 
thusiastic, because of the character of 
his. mission, in various sections of the 
Middle West. We believe that those 
apprehensions are groundless. In 
every part of this country there is an 
energetic movement in favor of pre- 
paredness. It may be stronger in the 
East and the Far West than in the 
central parts of the country, but the 
people of Illinois, Indiana, Missouri, 
Iowa, Kansas, and Nebraska know 
that their fate is bound up with that 
of the people of the States nearer to 
the coasts, and if their interests in 
military and naval matters have 
seemed to be less keen, it will be 
found that they have as clear a com- 
prehension of the need of national de- 
fenses as the people of New York and 
Massachusetts or of California and 
Oregon. The trouble is that the pre- 
paredness issue has been confused all 
over the country by the conflicting 
opinions of what should be done and 
how to do it. The clamor of the‘ad- 
voeates of a large permanent army 
and a navy second in power to none 
in the world may have led some of the 
good folks of the interior to fear that 
the country is in danger of forgetting 
its. wholesome traditions.

WE MUST DO OUR DUTY. 

The President is reported to ap- 
prove the Philippines bill as it has 
now been amended with the provision 
of Senator CLARKE of Arkansas that 
independence shall be granted to the 
islanders within two years modified 
so that our control of them will last 
four or five years longer. But the 
amendment does: not materially im- 
prove the measure. The work we 
have undertaken to do in the far 
Pacific can scarcely be done in halt 
a century. By force of circumstances 
we have constityted ourselves trustees 
for the Philippine Islands, pledged to 
develop them in the arts and indus- 
tries of civilization for the benefit of 
their inhabitants. This work. of de- 
velopment, of spreading and strength- 
ening the forces of civilization in a 
region populated by people of differ- 
ent races, many of them of ‘savage 
dncestry; who did not before our oc- 
cupancy dwell in harmony, has 
scarcely begun. At least fifty years 
of intelligent and persistent effort will 
be required to complete it. We must 
do much more for the Filipinos, the 
Moros, and the other inhabitants of 
the archipelago than we have yet 
done. As a people we must take an 
intelligent interest in their welfare. 
We must teach them how to govern 
themselves. We must help them to 
make their industries profitable and 
te establish a system of education. 
We cannot with justification escape 
from our obligation as trustees. That 
we do not want the Philippines is no 
excuse for abandoning our control of 
them, which was forced upon us and 
was accepted as a national duty. 

The taik of guaranteeing the inde- 
pendence of the Philippines by means 
of treaties with other nations sounds 
well, but we should be compelled to 
protect such treaties by keeping in 
the South Seas a navy larger than 
that we now possess and holding on 
to the land fortifications. The really 
intelligent Filipinos do not want in- 
dependence. The cry for our with- 
drawal is purely political and general- 
ly insincere. Time is wasted in the 
deliberations over the present Philip- 
pines bill. Shrewd observers in Wash- 
ington do not expect it to become a 
law. But whatever its chances are 
it should be opposed by all who be- 
lieve that a nation should not be 
false to a trust it has undertaken to 
fulfill.

The inference 
from a part of what he said is that he 
would like to see American men and wo- 
men of wealth taking’ the relation to- 
ward authors and artists that MAgceNas 
held toward Horace—a sort of personal 
endowment of which the tip is the ana- 
logue in every-day life. It needed some 
hundreds of hard-working, evolutionary 
years to enable the profession of letters 
to emerge from the feudal status. Does 
any practitioner of the art at the present 
day wish to turn back in his relation to 
the world to that condition? For so long 
a time he, along with the followers of 
the art of healing, held economically a 
position somewhat similar to the waiter, 
the porter, and the barber of the present 
day that one would think his present- 
day representative would prefer a dinner 
of herbs with freedom and independence 
to a stalled ox bought for him by a 
wealthy patron. 4 

Moreover, is not the idea of having 
the author or artist supported in ‘com- 
fort, so that he can do his best work un- 
worried, based on a misconception? Does 
not any man of genius, or even of great 
talent, want other people to see or read 
his productions, want to share his 
thought and his vision with others, quite 
as much as he wants to write his 
thought or paint his vision? Of what use 
all his labor if it does not fructify in the 
life of the world? And that, of ‘course, 
means that it is just as necessary to 
provide a public for genius as it is to 
shelter and nourish the genius itself. 
And in that work, surely, there is oppor- 
tunity enough for patrons of art and let- 
ters. Mr. JoHNSON indicated some of the 
things that the American Academy of 
Arts and Letters and the National In- 
stitute of Arts and Letters would like to 
do if they had the means. They are all 
in the line of educating the popular taste 
and elevating the popular standard in 
the appreciation of music, painting, 
sculpture, literature. It has been said 
contemptuously many times that litera- 
ture cannot thrive in a democracy. And 
nobody has ever yet stopped to consider 
that literature and art have never had a 
fair chance in.a democracy. Apprecta- 
tion of their beauties and values does not 
spring full grown out of the soil. Would 
it not be better worth while to try the 
experiment of using every possible means 
of elevating and refining the public ap- 
preciation of art and literature than to 
go back to the old method of hothouse 
cultivation of genius?

Also Requests Deferring Election, 
Set for Today, Till October.

It was sug- 
gested many times last year in the-de- 
bate over the resolution providing for 
the election last November’ at which 
suffrage was defeated. The bill. will 
have many advocates in the Legis- 
lature. 


GEN. VON PODBIELSKI DEAD. 


Former Postmaster General Was a 
Close Friend of Emperor William. 


AMSTERDAM, Jan. 25, (via London, 
Jan. 26.)—General Viktor von Podbielski, 
former Postmaster General and a close 
friend of Emperor: William, 1s dead in 
“Berlin at the age.of 71 years. General 
von. Podbielski was to have officiated 
as President General at the Olympic 
Games which were to have been held in 
Berlin this Summer. 


General von Podbielski, in addition to 
having been Postmaster General, was 
once Minister of Agriculture, When the 
Emperor appointed him Minister of 
Posts in 1897 he organized the telephone 
system and brought about the direct 
cable service between the United States 
and Germany. General von Podbielski 
was one of the few officers in Germany 
who rose from the. army to the higher 
civil service: without. any training in 
the lower grades. For years he was 
Emperor William’s favorite companion 
in the game of skat, 


Ex-Premler of Greece Theotokis.’ 
. LONDON, Jan. :25.—G. N. Theotokis, 
several times Premier of Greece and 
Sule eels, Minister of Instruction 
and inister of National Economy, 
died today, according to a dispatch from 
Athens to the Bxchange Telegraph

G. N.. Theotokis was Minister of the 
Interior in the Cabinet presided over by 
M. Ili, which, was formed April 30, 
1897, and which resigned in September 
of the same yéar, and was succeeded by 
the Zaimis.Cabinet. In April, 1899, King 
George called him to form a new Cab- 
inet, owing to the election of M. Zaimis 
having been declared invalid on ac- 
count of bribery and intimidation.

security, and accepted another.” 


BIG YEAR IN FOREIGN TRADE. 


New “York Had $2,255,672,000, or 
46.59% of Entire Country. 


of New York during the year ended 
June 30, 1915, showed an increase of 
$176,206,000 over 1014, and of $115,450,- 
000 over 1913. The total was $2,255,672,- 
000, making 1915 the third year in which 
the aggregate foreign commerce ex- 
ceeded $2,000,000,000. 

A summary contained in the forth- 
coming annual report of the Chamber 
of Commerce, of New York shows that 
the total foreign commerce of the rest 
of the country was $2,584,932,250, com- 
paring with $2,442,997,623 in 1914, an in- 
crease of $141, 984, 627 . New York’ s share 
of the total foreign commerce of ‘the 
United States in 1915 was 46.59 per cent. 
In 1914 the corresponding proportion 
was 4).98 per cent. as compared with 
47.15 in 1913, 46.99 in 1912, and 46.12 in 
1911. The average was 47.85. per, cent. 
in the ten years from 1900 to 1910. For 
the entire country the exports exceeded 
the imports by $1,030,536,741, compared 
with $501,975,460 in 1914. At New York 
the exports exceeded the imports oy 
$264,622,676, as against an excess of 
imports over exports in the fiscal year 
preceding of $99,742,746. 

The foregoing statistics include gold 
and silver as well as merchandise ex- 
ports and imports. Excluding the gold 
and silver as also the foreign exports, 
and limiting the exhibit to foreign im- 
ports of merchandise and domestic ex- 
ports of merchandise, the. following 
comparisons appear: At the Port of 
New York the exports of all articles 
of domestic merchandise amounted to 
pr ,480,007, comparing with $1,664,- 

5,462 at all other ports, and with

Dr. Toyokichi Iyenaga, who was for

CONFESSIONS UP AGAIN. 


Five Witnesses Testify That Ac- 
cused, Negroes Told Them of Part 
They Played in the Murder. 


Special to The New York Times. 

PROVIDENCE, Jan. 25.—Five wit- 
nesses called today by the prosecution 
in the trial of Mrs. Elizabeth F. Mohr, 
who is accused of plotting the death of 
her husband, Dr. C. Franklin Mohr, and 
Victor Brown and Henry Spellman, who 
are ‘charged with the actual murder, 
added their testimony to the evidence 
that Brown and Spellman, shortly, after 
their arrest last September,..confessed 
murdering Dr. Mohr for pay promised 
by Mrs. Mohr.» Assistant Attorney. Gen- 
eral Abbott Phillips attempted to show 
through the witnesses that the negroes 
told.the truth before deciding to fight 
the case sagainst them. 

The first of the witnesses was Herbert 
B. Healis, a.brother of George Healis, 
Dr. Mohr’s chauffeur, who turned’ 
State’s evidence and testified last week 
that he stopped the doctor’s automobile 
so that Brown and Spellman could shoot 
him. Herbert Healis said that he talked 
with Brown and Spellman in the Bristol 
Jail on Sept. 3. 

** Brown called me over,’’ the witness 
said, ‘‘and I said, ‘For God’s sake, 
what have you been doing?’ And 
Brown said, ‘ Yes, I did it. I plugged 
the doctor and Spellman plugged the 
girl.” And Spellman nodded his head 
and said he did it. They asked me to 

o to Mrs. Mohr and get her to help 
them, and I told them the best 3 
they could-do was to tell the truth, 
that she would get what was coming to 
her. They said she had promised them 
money for the shooting. 

Police Inspector ames Ahern of 
Providence, who arrested Spellman, tes- 
tified to hearing him and Brown admit 
that they shot Dr. Mohr and Miss Bur- 
ger at Mrs. Mohr’s instigation. Fred 
Mack, a reporter on a Providence news- 
paper, corroborated his, testimony ‘and 
added that Brown told’ him that Mrs. 
Mohr wanted the doctor killed so she 
could get his money, and not because 
she was jealous of Miss Burger. Ralph 
E. Bayley, another Providence reporter, 
and Thomas jebell, a Boston re- 

orter,-told of hearing the negroes con- 
ess 

Josep h H. Clark, ‘a handwriting ex- 
pert, testified that’ the handwriting on 
the sheet of paper given by Brown to 
Miss Gertrude Stevenson and the hand- 
writing of a note given by Brown to 
George Healis's second brother, Nelson, 
were written by the same rson. 

Mr. Lewis indicated that the defense 
would claim that the note handed to 
Miss Stevenson was written by George 
Healis, and not by. Brown. 

Milford Rogers, Clerk of the Probate 
Court of Providence, testified that the 
day after. the shooting Mrs. Mohr filed 
with him a petition that she be appoint- 
ed custodian of her husband’s property, 
and another petition that she be ap- 
pointed administratrix of his estate.
